The City of Philadelphia has started a 


10-year. S100 million port improvement 
program, including a new $16.5 million 
terminal. The Massachusetts Port Author- 
ity has spent S3 million rebuilding Boston 
port facilities. In Baltimore, the Maryland 
Port Authority has spent S12.5 million to 
date transforming a 305-acre former air- 


port into a huge public dock. New York 
claims that new facilities, by eliminating 
loading and unloading delays, are saving 
shippers $2 million a year. 


Modernized port facilities allow ships to 


tie up parallel to the

Abortion is one of the touchiest prob- 


lems of morals and health to regulate. In 
most states today it is legal only if neces- 
sary to save the life of the prospective 
mother. In a few states it is also permitted 
if serious health impairment is deemed al- 
most certain by the attending physician. 
The Law Institute wants to make it legal 
for three reasons: grave impairment of the 
physical or mental health of the woman; if 
the child is likely to be born with a serious 
defect (for instance, if the mother had 
German measles early in pregnancy); and 
if the pregnancy was a result of either rape 
or incest. 


Whatever the law. it is widely evaded 


in the United States. Estimates of the num- 
ber of abortions performed range from 1 
million to 3 million per year. Since the vast 
majority of these are illegally performed 
and often under dreadful conditions, some 
5,000 women die every year from the min- 
istrations of the criminal abortionists. The 
newest trend is for the woman who can af- 
ford it to travel to a foreign country like

the War of 1812. It is unlikely that it will 
receive much attention, coming as it does 
during the Civil War Centennial. As fascin- 
ating as history is. the people as a whole 
can take just so much and there has been 
plenty this year. On the other hand, to dis- 
regard this historic conflict would be a pity 
because the underlying reasons for the 
war strike a very modern note as the world 
probes new seas.

pendence of our nation had its roots in the 
protection of the principle of free passage 
of non-belligerent ships upon the free sea. 
Although the military' men of Britain had 
no doubt about the strength of the United 
States' claim to independence after York- 
town, the British navy was harder tr» con- 
v;nre The chief thorn thaf stuck in the ad- 
miralty's side was the fact that some of the 
subjects who decided to become Americans 
•were sailors. Such an ur.'hmkable thine 
could not be believed, so the

Japan where any abortion is legal and 
where sanitary conditions are likely to be 
better. 


There are widely divergent ideas on 


abortion. The most extreme consider it 
murder in any case. Others think it is 
a matter of no more serious moral concern 
than artificial birth control. It is claimed 
that more than half of the abortions per- 
formed are on respectable married women 
who simply don't want any more children. 


Obviously all laws should not be chang- 


ed merely because of social mores. But the 
present laws fail to live up to the principle 
that abortion is murder by condoning it at 
all. They serve to drive the desperate to 
criminal and dangerous action, and in the 
cases of rape victims they further penalize 
the innocent. 


Legislation definitely has some effect 


upon morals but it is doubtful that it often 
changes them dramatically. There is the 
possibility that legal abortions might in- 
crease the number in the country. 


And there is of course the religious ques- 


tion involved, although this would seem to 
be an individual matter. But the Law Insti- 
tute has reason on its side in reviewing the 
conditions under which abortions can be 
legally performed. 


The Anti-Digit Dialing League was formed 
in San Francisco and has spread to other 
communities. It has a A.D.D.L. button and 
rousing slogans like opposition to "creep- 
ing numeralism" and "give me Liberty or 
take the phone out!"

Called to Lift Dropping Prices 


A drop of 10 cents a pound in 


the price of coffee costs Latin 
America about S500 million a 
year. That is half of the billion 
dollars annually promised under 
the Alliance for Progress. 


These two facts are the reason 


for an international coffee con- 
ference starting today in New 
York. The parley was called by 
the United Nations. It is expect- 
ed to last five or six weeks. 


The result probably will be a 


five-year pact limiting exports of 
coffee and fixing minimum pric- 
es. 


Interested governments have 


been studying the draft text of 
the proposed agreement since 
last November. Their delegates 
will be ready to voice their na- 
tion's views in N'e.w York. 


The draft came from a sort of 


task force organized at the in- 
sistance of the United States. 
Called the Coffee Study Group, it 
included 28 countries which pro- 
duce coffee and a score of gov- 
ernments who^e people are big 
buyers of coftee. 


Secretary of the T r e a s u r y 


Douglas Dillon explained the sit- 
uation in a speech last month: 


"Most of the countries in Latin 


America export coffee, and for 
six of them coffee represents 
more than half their total ex- 
ports. Coffee const :tutes 22 per- 
cent of the total of all exports 
from Latin America. A ore-cent 
drop in the price of a pound 
of c-'een coffee co.-ts Latin Amer- 
ica $50 million a year, and prices 
have been dropping. 


"The root of this problem is 


that almost t\\:cr as much coffee 
is produced cat.h year as is con- 
sumed abroad. The result is a 
masshe surplus which overhangs 
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the market and exerts a down- 
ward pressure On prices." 


The trouble has turned into a 


vicious circle. When prices de- 
clined,- produfcrs tried to sell 
more coffee to get even, and 
this brought still lower prices.

in Latin America

have had a one-year agreement 
fixing export quotas, but it did 
not get the desired results.

The six-nation Common Mar- 


ket in Europe has shown a wil- 
lingness to cooperate in stabiliz- 
ing the coffee market. It now 
buys about one-fourth of the cof- 
fee consumed in the world, and 
its proportion is due to rise. 


Tho C o m m o n Market's ap- 


proach would be to cut the tariff 
on coffee by half, at l e a s t . 
France. West Germany and Italy 
would be encouraged to cancel 
domestic taxes on coffee. The 
Common Market might also fi- 
nance efforts by African coffee 
growers to improve the quality 
of their product. 


The key to the whole program, 


of course, is fixing a minimum 
price for coffee. Thus, in the end.

South 
couldn't afford to lead another 
trump, for West would take out 
the trumps and win the rest. 


Instead, South led his establish- 


ed clubs, thus staying one trump 
ahead of West. South was sure to 
win five trumps and two cluhs or 
four 
trumps and three clubs. 


Either way. the doubled contract 
was home. 


Better Play 


It is better play for West to 


step up with the ten of spades 
when South leads a low trump 
at the third trick. If he does so. 
he will eventually win a trick 
with the three of spades: and he 
will also get one more chance to 
make South ruff. 


See how it goes. West takes the 


ten of spades and leads a heart 
to punch South. Declarer leads 
the queen of spades to the king, 
and West leads a third heart. 


By this time South is reduced to 


two trumps, and the clubs are 
still not established. South 
can 


get only three trumps and two 
clubs and is sure to go down at 
least two tricks.
